finding that threats and shooting were 
of no avail, set fire to a fence behind 
the house. The smoke drove the itft- 
roes from cover. They broke for 


safety singly, the first one out falling; 
mortally wounded, while the others 
ushed out with empty hands held 
over their heads and begged for 
nercy.

RATIONAL TAX CQNFEPtENCE NEXT 


Sheriffs and Treasurers Will Hold 


Ov*r Under Provisions of Special 
Constitutional Amendment—O. N. 
G. O( 9^niiaiion under u;Ck i/uM.i 
Law—Allen County Candidate For 
Clerk of Supreme Court. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 19.—State affairs 


are having something of a lull on ac- 
count of the municipal campaigns that 
are now in full swing, and which will 
be of paramount interest until they 
are over. Close on the heels of these 
municipal elections will be a conven- 
tion of special interest in Ohio. 


Much interest is being taken all 


over the country in the national con- 
ference on state and local taxation, to 
be held in Columbus Nov. 12-15. Ac- 
cording to announcement from 
the 


headquarters of the movement th« 
governors of 36 states have appointed 
delegates to this conference, and at 
least seven governors are expected to 
be present. So far acceptances have 
been received from professors in 2G 
universities to prepare and read pa- 
pers on various features of the tax 
problem. 
All the addresses will be 


published in full in a volume of the 
proceedings of the conference and the 
measures 
approved will be recom- 


mended to the state legislatures for 
consideration. • * * 


Among the several candidates seek-

Judge Duncan Dow of Bellefoptaine,

He was author of the Dow tax, now 
known as the Aikin tax, of which his 
aephew, Dow Aikin, present member 
of the house from Lagan county, is the 
author.

A recent decision of the supreme 


court relating to the powers of com- 
mon pleas courts is of particular in- 
terest to every county in the state. 
It is to the effect that common pleas 
courts have no power to quash in- 
dictments. The question arose in the 
case of Salmon P. Jones, sheriff, vs. 
R. Froome Morris, assistant prosecut- 
ing attorney of Hamilton county, an 
appeal from the circuit court of Ham- 
ilton. In the recent trial of the case 
Judge Otto Pleuger ordered the prose- 
cuting attorney to nolle an indict- 
ment against William Utz. The pros- 
ecutor 
refused, 
whereupon he was 


haled Into common pleas court on the 
charge of contempt and fined $100. in 
default of which he was ordered sent 
to jail- 
The circuit court released 


Morris on a writ of habeas corpus on 
the ground that the lower court had 
no power to make such a ruling, and 
the decision was affirmed by the hign- 
est court. In other words, the matter 
of quashing an indictment lies with 
the prosecutor and not the court.

According to an official opinion ren- 


dered by Attorney Genera) Ellis, sher- 
iffs and county treasurers who may be 
serving their second terms will hold 
over during the extension of term au- 
thorized by the legislature under the 
Special amendment to the constitution 
to provide for biennial elections. The 
original constitution limits the time 
that sheriffs and 
county treasurers 


may hold office to four years in any 
period of six years. The legislature 
last session under the amendment re- 


••" ferred to extended terms of sheriffs 


Which otherwise 
would expire next 


, January to the first Monday in Jan- 
- nary, 1909, and the terms of county 
• treasurers which otherwise would ex- 


pire next September to the first Mon- 
day In September, ir,09. 
The ques- 


tion did not. arise as to .extension of 


terms of other county officers because 
there is no such impediment in their 
cases. In reaching his decision Mr. 
Ellis divided the officers affected into 
two classes, those who are now serv- 
ing their first term and those who ar" 
serving steond terms. In the ease of 
the first ho says that there is no con- 
flict with the provision of the consti- 
tution, and that, therefore, no ques- 
tion arises. 
In the case of second 


termers, he says that, a direct consti- 
Uuional question arises. 
Part of his ; 


decision follows: 


"In my judgment the adoption of 


the seventeenth amendment, confer- 
ring upon the general assembly the 
power to e.xieud existing terms of ol- 
fice" as to the effect the purpose of 
biPiinial elections, operates to suspend 
any and every constitutional provision 
theretofore existing a.3 to any and ev- 
ery office, in SQ far as such constitu- 
tional provision may obstruct the ob- 
ject of the new amendment. The su- 
preme court of Ohio in the case of 
State ex rel. Pardee vs. Pattlson, 78 
O. S. i;OC>, is authority 1'or the propo- 
sition thrit the words "existing terms 
of office," as used in the new amend- 
ment, mean the tenure of the officers, 
and that the general assembly is em- 
powered by such amendment to con- 
tinue in oSicJ) all incumbents whose 
terms have been extended. This case 
further holJs that the legislature, in 
exercising the power thus conferred 
by the people, can extend terms only 
in so far as ths same is necessary to 
effect the purpose designed. In view 
of this decision it seems clear that all 
sheriffs and treasurers now in office 
may continue to serve during the ex- 
tension created by the general assem- \ 
bly, and the fact that such continu- 
ance in office of sheriffs and treas- 
urers now upon second terms will re- 
sult In their holding such offices for 
five consecutive years will not render 
unconstitutional the act authorizing 
such extension."

An order was issued by Adjutant 


General Critchfield, with the approval 
of Governor Harris, fixing the organ- 
ization of the Ohio National Guard as 
provided ir the Dick law of Jan. 21, 
1903. 
"Under the provisions of that 


law the various states were given five 
years to comply in order to partici- 
pate in the appropriations made by 
the national government for the sup- 
port of the National Guard. Under 
this order the organized militia of 
Ohio will consist .of general officers, 
general staff officers, an adjutant gen- 
eral's department, inspector general's 
department, a judge advocate gener- 
al's department, a quarter master's de- 
partment, an ordnance department, a 
signal corps, a general service corps, 
chaplain of regiments and such other 
officers and enlisted men as may be 
provided by law. The new arrange- 
rnent follows exactly the organization 
of the regular army. Ohio. has 
for 


"some time almost fully complied with 
the requirements of the Dick law, but 
this order makes it complete in every 


j department. A new feature will" be 


I the, general service corps, supported 


i by the state, made up of trained men 


to be used at division and brigade 
headquarters. The u'on-commissioued 
staff will consist of four ordnance ser- 
geants, four post 
commissary ser- 


geants and four post quartermaster 
sergeants. The maximum number of 
pri\rates in the infantry, cavalry, sig- 
nal and engineers' companies will be 
fixed at 58. There will be ten mount- 
ed orderlies for each regiment, and 
the field artillery will have 133 pri- 
vates and two second lieutenants. The 
medical department will be reduced 
to 10S m n instead of 236 and the sur- 
geons and assistant surgeons will num- 
ber 54 instead of 41. The adjutant 
general of the state will be known of- 
ficially by that title, with the rank of 
brigadier general.* * * 


The legislature next session will be 


asked at the instance of the state de- 
partment for the inspection of build- 
ing and loan associations to pass a 
bill providing for an increase in the 
fees to be collected from these organ- 
izations for inspections. At present 
the state department costs about ?25,- 
000 a year and on the average each as- 
sociation in the state is examined but 
once in two years. Of this the asso- 
ciations pay but ?6.000, the remainder 
being paid by the state. The purpose 
of the bill is to enable the department 
to make at least annual examinations 
and the new fees will cost the asso- 
ciations about $18,000 a year, three 
times what they are now paying. The 
•State will continue to Appropriate 
about $18,000 for the department.

The Hague, Oct. 1$—After ex- 


hausting themselves 
in efforts 
to 


reconcile divergent views on nearly 
100 questions the delegates to the 
peace conference will begin to leav-a 
for home Sunday with only three im- 
portant matters were definitely de- 
cided. 


An amendment to the Drago doc- 


trine by which the powers, though 
pledged to submit international finan- 
cial disputes to arbitration, may em- 
ploy force to compel acceptance of 
arbitration awards. 


Prohibition of the opening of hos- 


tilities until war has been formally 
declared. 


Adoption of the principle of estab- 


lishing a permanent arbitration court 
but leaving the choice of judges to 
future discussion by the powers 


The delegates signed the final act 


today and tomorrow the various con- 
ventions will be formally concluded. 
Then the conference will adjourn. 


The South Americans became sus- 


picious that the United States sides 
against them in a tacit alliance with 
the European powers and will leave 
the conference with this fear unal- 
layed. 


There will probably be no other 


peace conference until 1914 and un- 
less the powers agree concerning the 
appointment of permanent arbitra- 
tion court judges, the Carnegie peace- 
palace, to be completed within two 
years will long remain tenantless ex- 
cept for the janitor and his family.

THE PIOPEIVAY 


TO GET LICENSE 


TO BE HARRIED 


A legal point that causes no end of 


trouble to many young persons con- 
templating marriage, 
is the consent 


of the parents for the issuance of a 
license to a couple where one or both 
parties are under the legal age. A 
misunderstanding of the consent that 
the law requires oftentimes requires 
a second trip to the office of the Pro- 
bate judge, and it seems not to be 
generally 
understood. During 
the 


past few weeks Judge Brister has 
been compelled to send several people 
away unsatisfied, because of this mis- 
understanding. No male person un- 
der 18 years, nor female under 16 
years, can legally secure a license to 
marry, bur after that age and until 
the male reaches 21, or the female 
IS years of age, a license may be is- 
sued on the proper 
consent of the 


father, or if he is dead, or incapaci- 
tated, of the mother or guardian. The 
consent of the mother ts not valid as 
long as the father lives, and can give 
his consent. The majority of parents 
send a consent like this: "I consent 
to the marriage of John Smith and 
Anna Brown. James Smith, father." 


Such a document, however, 
will 


not pass. 
The proper form, which 


must be witnessed by two witnesses, 
one of whom must go before the Pro- 
bate judge and swear to the signature 
of the consent, is as follows: 
To the Hon. Probate Judge: 


This is to certify that I, 


the father (or mother) of 
a minor, above the age of — years, 
do hereby give my consent 
to the 


marriage 
contracted 
between 
the 


said minor, and —= 
—. 


If the parent or guardian of such 


minor Ig a non-resident of, or absent 
from the county in which 
license 


must issue, he may personally appear 
before the judge of a court of record 
in the county at which he is at the 
time domiciled, and give his consent 
in writing, to such marriage, which 
consent must be attested by two wit- 
nesses, and certified to by said judge 
and forwarded to the Probate judge 
of the county in which license must 
issue, and the judge is hereby author- 
ized to administer any oath required 
and sign such license and affix there- 
unto the seal of the court.

operandi, the. result is that the nerves 
that 
control 
motion 
begin to show 


signs of disease. 
The patient grows 


ill: 
his muscles twitch rjueer'y; he has 


spasms. 
By and by the muscles of his 


face "run amuck" and his lower jaw 
becomes immovable. 
In the end the 


muscles 
controlling 
his 
lungs stop 


work nnd he suffocates: or the muscles 
controlling his heart stop, and he dies 
of heart failure.

Fortur.Rt' '•.-. it is always possible to

Two methods pre- 


sent thorns' "ves. 
The first consists in 


eh-ansi:.--T 
;'i~- wound thoroughly with 


antiseptics r:nd dressing it in a proper 
manner. 
This can be done only by an 


experienced 
physician. 
The 
second 


method consists In injecting tetanus 
antitoxin irto the patient's veins, to 
kill 
The toxins as fast as they are 


given off by the bacilli. If done when 
the wound occurs, the patient recovers. 
If delayed until lookjaw symptoms ap- 
pear, antitoxin la of little help. 


The preparation of antitoxin is based 


upon the well-known fact that when- 
ever the poisons from the germs of 
any infectious disease appear in the 
blood of man or any other suitable 
mammal, that blood begins at once to 
manufacture a substance which has 
the property of neutralizing the tox- 
ins secreted by those germs. 
This is 


nature's effort to cure. 
It is success- 


ful 
very often -without the slightest 


outside aid. 


But different animals exhibit vary- 


ing powers of resistance 
to ' given 


germs or their toxins. 
In man. for 


ex.in-.ple. ' the 
tetanus germ does a 


si cat deal of clc.rna.se, because, v.-:.or. 
it begins to throw 
rjff its toxins, the 


human blood has a hard time manu- 
facturing antitoxins fast 
enough 
to 


keep pace with them. 
But in horses, 


the blood seems to be better fitted for 
the work. 
That 
>« to say. It makes 


tetanus antitoxins very rapidly and so 
keeps 
ahead 
of 
the 
toxln-rnaking 


germs. 


This fact Is x:sed tr> advantage In 


the manufacture of tetanus antitoxin 
for medical use. A healthy horse Is 
selected and a small amount of tetanus 
toxin (not the germs, but their filtered 
product) Is Injected Into Its veins. 
Its 


blood Immediately makes enough anti- 
toxin to combat and destroy this toxin. 
Then it gets a second and larger close 
and the process Is repeated. 
Subse- 


quent 
doses are 
made larger 
and 


larger, and by and by th« 


veins are so full of tetanus antitoxin 
that it can overcome and survive al- 
most any conceivable dose of toxin. 


The blood of this horse is then 


drawn, its solid matter is removed, and 
the power of the remaining serum is 
determined. 
This serum is •what is 


commonly 
c-ned 
tetanus 
antitoxin. 


When it is injected into the veins of a 
human patient, it attacks and destroys 
all tetanus toxin that appears in its 
path, just as if it were still in the 
veins of the horse. 


The 
effectiveness of antitoxin, 
in 


treating tetanus, depends altogether 
upon the celerity -with which it is used, 
•pi-i.-* tetri""s toxin?, as 
WG have ?oon, 


attack the motor nerves very quickly, 
and after they once take lodgment It 
is very difficult 
to neutralize them. 


Therefore, it Is best when the pres- 


ence of tetanus germs is suspected, to 
make an injection of antitoxin at once. 
This fills the blood of the patient with 
the antitoxin, and so when the toxins 
appear they are tackled and overcome 
before 
they have had a chance to 


reach the nerve ends. 


When the injection has been post- 


poned until the active symptoms of the 
malady have appeared—that Is to say, 
until after the toxins have begun to 
attack the nerve ends—It is necessary 
to Inject large and frequent doses of 
the antitoxin. 
In' the last stages of 


the disease, Indeed, physicians some- 
times inject the antitoxin directly into 
tha «plnal *nd braJa awltlaa. Tfcl», of 


course, involves a serious and delicate 
operation, but it Is always worth while 
to take the risk, because without the 
injection the patient is certain to die, 
while with i't his chances of recovering 
become very considerable. 


It seems tc) be impossible to give the 


patient too much antitoxin, and so 
physicians employ large and frequent 
Joses. In serious cases injections are, 
made every two or three hours and 
double units are used. When the grav- 
ity of the case seems to warrant it, 
the spinal cord is exposed, the cerebro- 
spinal fluid is drawn off, and Its place 
is filled with antitoxin. It is only thus 
that the toxins in the large nerve cen- 
ters may be reached and overcome. 


Tetanus antitoxin is now produced 


commercially in several large labora- 
tories, and in most cities it is on sale 
at the principal drug stores. A bar to 
its more frequent use is its compara- 
tively high cost. 


An amount just sufficient to confer 


immunity In the case of a suspected 
wound costs f 1, and the amount needed 
to arrest an ordinary case costs from 
$25 to $40. 
When it becomes neces- 


sary to employ it In large quantities, 
as in very serious cases, the cost of the 
antitoxin alone may reach $100, or 
even more; and beside that. Its use In- 
volves the employment of skilled and 
expensive surgical aid. 


But fortunately In most large cities 


there are endowed hospitals that give 
the treatment without cbarg* to all 
who a«td It.

Toothpicks were known, toothbrushes 


were not, although rough substitutes 
were 
employed, 
made of 
flattened 


sticks split and pounded at one end to 
a stiff fibrous fringe. 
Toothbrushes 


when first Introduced, were regarded 
as by no means Important accessories 
to the toilet, but rather as minor lux- 
uries and suitable for women only.

accessions to the toilette is an 
accepted fact and here is one that 


serves the double purpose of protecting 
the gown and of serving as a recepta- 
cle for whatever needlework may be on 
hand. 
When open and tied about the 


waist it Is an apron with a bag at the 
lower portion while when closed it is 
just a bag drawn up by ribbon strings. 
In .the illustration it is made of fine 
white lawn, but It Is pretty in dotted 
Swiss and similar materials, while It 
also Is very charming made of simple 
silks, such as Habutai, India and simi- 
lar sorts, both plain colors and figured 
effects being liked in silk as well as in 
cotton fabrics. 
Japanese silk with a 


design of cherry blossoms would be 
charming as also would be the far sim- 
pler Dresden dimity. 


The apron Is made In one piece. 


There Is a hem at the lower edge and 
there is a tuck midway of its length. 
The lower edge is turned up to meet 
this tuck and the ends are joined, while 
ribbon is inserted In the hem and in 
the tuck which serves as a draw string. 
There is a belt attached to the upper 
edge with ribbon ties at the back. 


The quantity of material required for 


the medium size is 1% yards 27, or 1% 
yards 36 inches wide, with 6 yards of 
ribbon.

CONGRATULATIONS 


f strict yule of etiquette, there Is 
first an expression of good wishes 
to the bride and then congratula- 


tions are extended to the groom. To 
reverse this order of felicitations would 
be a grievous social mistake, since the 
groom and not the bride is to be con- 
gratulated. 


The 
simplest 
expression - of 
good 


wishes is always preferable to at- 
tempts at high flown sentiments and 
lengthy, fiowery sentences or quota- 
tions. 
At a large reception, where 


many people are struggling- to reach 
the bride and groom, brevity is more 
than almost anywhere else the soul of 
•wit, as -well as of tact One who pos- 
sesses a gift for framing graceful or 
clever phrases need not consult the 
formulas given below for those less 
gifted but none the less mindful of 
their social obligations. A woman may 
say to a bride, "Le me wish you every 
happiness in your married life." 
To 


the groom, "I must congratulate 3'ou 
heartily In the supreme- good fortune 
that is yours to-day." Or to both, "I 
feel I cannot wish for you both any 
greater happiness than you have al- 
ready found;" or, "You both have all 
the happiness good for mortals, but let 
me snm>pzf» one little word more of 
good wishes and congratulations into 
your cup of content." A man may say 
to the bride, "Pray accept my sinc0rest 
good wishes." and to the groom, "I 
wish to offer you my heartiest congrat- 
ulations." These are approved expres- 
sions of friendly feeling and are quite 
sufficient when there Is not time, nor 
perhaps the courage, for anything far- 
ther. 


"vThen a drawing-room Is crowded 


with guests struggling to reach the 
bride and groom, it is a mistake to en- 
gage the busy couple in conversation. 
To the groom's parents It is not neces- 
sary to seek an introduction, but to the 
mother of the bride, the true hostess of 
the occasion, a word at least of greet- 
ing must be spoken. 
Rarely has she 


an opportunity to listen to anything- 
further than the formal "How do you 
do" accompanied, if the opjiortunity 
offers, by some kindly and complimen- 
tary speech. 


At a large reception it Is not neces- 


sary, after havina: spoken to the bride, 
the groom, and the bride's parents, to 
enter the dining-room or to linger any 
length of time, to wait for the bride's 
departure, to bid her farewell, or to take 
leave of her mother. Every guest may 
consult his own pleasure as to how 
long a time he will remain. If in haste, 
one may slip away quietly, immediately 
after offering congratulations; or one 
may, 
after speaking: to the bride and 


groom, go Into the dining-room and 
partake of some refreshments and then 


When a formal breakfast or supper 


It served, the guests speak to the host 
tn4 hostess, then to the bride and 


and then wait tmtll all the tort- 


dal party have entered the dining- 
room. After this, men and women go 
in together and find seats at the tables 
as their preference or convenience dic- 
tates.

When toasts are proposed, glasses 


are touched; and If the newly married 
pair leave at 
once for their honey- 


moon, the guests crowd Into the hall- 
way to see the departure, and then take 
formal leave of the hostess, duly ex- 
pressing to her their thanks for her 
hospitality. If wedding cake done up 
In small boxes has been placed In the 
hallway, every man or woman on go- 
ing out takes one box—and only one, 
unless Invited by the hostess to carry 
one to some friend or relative who was 
unable to attend the entertainment.

the host and hostess. The good visitor 
Is not one who, when two courses of 
action or means of diversion are pro- 
posed, 
answers

manner, "Why, I really don't mind 
which we do. 
"Whatever you think 


best, Mrs. Blank, will suit me." 
A 


choice having been politely requested, 
there should be a 
prompt 
decision. 


Even the dullest little tea party or the 
most successful dance should be en- 
tered into with zest, for though a men- 
tal note may be made never to be- 
come a guest In this particular house- 
hold again, it is most unkind and ill- 
bred to'let a hint of such a. conclu- 
sion appear in one's conduct or speech 
during the visit. 


It is a guest's clear duty to be court- 


eous to other visitors under the same 
roof, to forbear from heated argument 
and to refrain from liberties of any 
sort. It is a liberty to give the serv- 
ants any command, to ord«r and use 
the host's carriage 
without his ex- 


press Invitation; to leave books from 
the host's library with barks stretched 
and leaves turned down, si-uttered here 
and there over the hou«e: to drag sat- 
in-tufted drawirs-room chairs out in- 
to the veranda, and to ask for special 
dishes at 
m&als. 
It Is n liberty to 


stop at home from church wh^n the

guests attend—unI»FS there is a wide 
and weli-known difiorenuc of religious 
belief, and no less is it inconsiderate 
to Insist on attending church when the

means of conveyance is not volunteered 
or easily" provided. 


A truly considerate guest, whether 


man or woman, is careful befsre leav- 
ing his or her room in the morning, 
to hang up or fold away all garments, 
to throw the bed covers back on a 
chair drawn to the foot of the bed and 
to open wide the windows. Many men 
are cruelly careless in th-ir treatment 
of a prettily appointed chamber, twist- 
ing and tying window curtains Into 
knots, dropping burning nshes on fine 
bed spreads, splashing water over ex- 
pensive rugs and using handsome tow- 
els as dust cloths. It is a part of good

ous simple things that may be done 
while waiting for him. As for exam- 
ple. 
In case of a fainting: person, to 


Joosen clothes, patticularly where they 
bind the neck, to lay the head low—a 
little lower than the body, If poas'bia 
—to dash cold water In the face. hold 
ammonia under the nostrils, rub wrist* 
and temples with alcohol, camphor, or 
cologne •water, or, if the faint Is severe 
and prolonged, to put mustard upon 
the back of the neck. Give all the air 
possible, 
and 
permit 
no 
crowding. 


Even with an Insensible person such 
crowding somehow robs the air of vi- 
tality. 
Insensibility from a fall predi- 


cates concussion. Offset It by vigorous 
friction of hands, feet, and along the 
spine. Stimulate at the earliest possi- 
ble minute. 
Handle with the greatest 


caution, especially If there Is a chance 
of an Injured spine. Keep the patient 
reclining, but with the head something 
higher than the feet, the whole body fn 
a. gentle slope.

If quicklime is used, be 


sure the lumps are well burned and 
not too big. 
They have a tendency to 


put out the flre Instead of making it 
hotter, as is the case with shells. In 
taking up ashes after such a burning. 
strike

more shells or lime next day. 


In applying to wood, move the brush 


with the grain wherever possible. Do 
no try to whitewash a very greasy 
spot without scouring. The wash will 
cover It up, but In a week will begin 
to flake and crumble. Walls previously 
whitewashed need to be swept very 
hard with a stiff broom so as to re- 
move all loose flakes. Brickwork or 
rock will tako twice as much whlte- 
•wash to the square yard as wood.

Is poor economy to scant or -klmp. es- 
pecially at cracks or along seams of 
rock wall. 
Have two brushes, one 


long-handled, one short, with a stubby 
round paint-brush, for use in cranni -s 
and tight corners.
